The Government yesterday announced its decision 


to ease the trade embargo 


against Communist China 


to the level applying to the Soviet Union and other 
East European nations. At the same time, it announc- 


ed a list of 270 items exportable 
to Communist China. 


The 270 items as classified ac- 
cording to the COCOM list, com- 
prise 207 listed in the CHIN- 
COM embargo and 63 under the 
observation of COCOM. 

The announcement followed 
Cabinet approval = yesterday 
morning of a sizable relaxation 
of the embargo in trade with 
continental China to put Japan 
on the same leve! as Britain, 
France and other Western na- 
tions which had already eased 
their trade restrictions against 
Communist China. 

The Government since early 
in June had accepted applica- 
tions for export of the 270 items 
in the form of exceptional ex- 
ports. But yesterday’s announce- 
ment made such a step unneces- 
sary. 

The Foreign Office Public 
Information and Cultural Affairs 
Bureau stated that the Gov- 
ernment lifted the embargo on 
those items regarded as non- 
strategic in consideration of 
the results. of the CHINCOM 
conference held last May to 
ease embargo to Communist 
China, the subsequent moves 
of various nations concerned 
and the importance of Com- 
munist China in Japan’s foreign 
trade. 

However, the statement said, 
Japan will continue necessary 
control on the export. of 
Strategic materials to Commu- 
nist China in cooperation with 
all free nations. 

After Britain decided to go 
ahead with the easing of the 
embargo against Red China, the 
British Board of Trade announc- 
ed a new list of items banned 
from shipment to Chinese main- 
land on June 7. 

In contrast, the list published 
by Japan yesterday enumerates 
those items exportable to Red 
China. But the extent of Ja- 
pan’s relaxation is the same as 
that of Britain. | 

The Japanese list contains 
items of less’ strategic import- 
ance. However, the degree of 
easing was set on an item-by- 
item basis. 

To take machine tools as an 
example, some types have been 
removed from the contraband 
list, while others still remain 
embargoed. The differentiation 
Was made according to the size, 
performance and uses of the 
machines. 

The list also excludes those 
items which though having no 
direct military value are highly 
advanced technologically. These 
include machines for automa- 
tion. 

A’new contraband list for Red 
China was not announced yes- 
terday. 

Japan is expected to announce 
a list of 25 items to be placed 
under quantitative control, after 
the CHINCOM conference in

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P.I. Floods Kill 230 
With 1,000 Missing 


MANILA (AP)—Two hundred 
and thirty bodies have so far 
been recovered from six flooded 
barrios in Mabini Town in Pan- 
gasinan Province, north of 
Manila, Philippine News Ser- 
vice reported Tuesday night. 

A dispatch said an estimated 
1,000 homes were washed away 
by flood waters and more than 
1,000 persons were missing and 
feared dead, 

PNS reported most of the 
victims were school children. 

Adults were able to climb 
trees when the waters started 
rising. 

Torrents cascading from 
mountainside, a PNS dispatch 
from Dagupan City, Pangasinan, 
Said, inundated six barrios of 
Mabini in northwestern Pangasi- 
nan Monday night. Tuesday 
afternoon flood waters were re- 
ported still rising. Hundreds of 
people were seen clinging to 


housetops and trees, the report 
said. nas

Youths Accept 
150 Passports 


The two-week old dispute 
over the issuance of pass- 
ports to delegates going to 
the forthcoming World 
Youth Festival in Moscow 
came to an end with the ac- 
ceptance of the Govern- 
ment’s compromise _ pro- 
posal by the youth organ- 
ization yesterday. The 
Japanese executive commit- 
tee to the Moscow festival 
vesterday reluctantly accept- 
ed the Foreign Office deci- 
sion to issue passports to 
only 150 delegates and not 
to the 500 demanded by the 
committee. The 150 youth 
delegates are leaving Tokyo 
tomorrow for Moscow via 
Niigata and Nakhodka. 
Earlier yesterday, Foreign 
Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama 
said no passports would be 
issued to the antinuclear 
bomb test missions to Brit- 
ain and the United States 
but they will be issued to 
the group going to the So- 
viet Union on the same mis- 
Sion. | 


Japan’s Step 
Pleases Reds; 
No Jubilation 


Reports of Japan’s drastic 
easing of its embargo against 
Communist China announced 
yesterday are not being re- 
ceived with too much jubila- 
tion in Communist China, a 
Kyodo reporter in Peiping re- 
ported yesterday. 

Although welcoming the 
news in principle, neither the 
Government authorities nor 
trading circles in  Peiping 
seemed to be entirely gratified. 
The reason for this is Japan’s 
indecision and hesitation after 
Britain last May set a precedent 
in relaxing the COCOM embargo 
against Peiping. 

Japan, it appears, had failed 
to take any concrete step 
hitherto although it had been 
stressing the need for expan- 
sion of its Communist China 
trade for a long period. 

Also considered unsatisfactory 
was the fact that Tokyo has left 
the opening of full commercial 
relations between the two na- 
tions in a state of vacuum for 
more than two months, 

This was caused by delaying 
of the settlement of the such 
knotty problems as the. ex: 
change of official resident trade 
missions, a new payment form- 
ula and the fingerprinting of 
Chinese trade representatives. 

Japanese trade representatives 
in Peiping, unable to open their 
normal activities, are impatient- 
ly waiting a solution of such is- 
sues. 

According to certair informed 
circles, Peiping is planning an- 
other extension of the third 
private trade agreement with 
Japan to break such trade bot- 
tleneck. 

This was interpreted by the 
circles as a sign of a compro- 
mise in Peiping’s hitherto firm 
stand against concluding a 
fourth pact unless some _ pro- 
gress in clearing such trade is- 
sues was attained.

Tory Vice 


The long-smouldering issue of 
appointing the vice president of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
came to an end with the nom- 
ination of Bamboku Ohno to 
the post by Prime Minister 
Kishi. yesterday. 

Shojiro Kawashima, secretary 
general of the Government 
party, reported to an Executive 
Board meeting held yesterday 
morning that Kishi had chosen 
Ohno as vice president. 

Kishi’s nomination of Ohno 
gained unanimous support of 
the Executive Board members, 
as the matter had been left 
entirely to his discretion at the 
time of the reshuffle of the Cab)- 
net and the party which was 
carried out July 10. 

The 66-year-old vice president 
is a career politician with a 
long parliamentary record. He 
was elected member of the 
House of Representatives 10 
times since 1930. 

He served as Parliamentary 
Vice Minister of Home Affairs, 
chairman of the Executive 
Board and secretary general of 
the former Liberal Party and 
standing adviser to the Liberal- 
Democratic Party. 

He has also been the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives 
twice since 1952 and State Min- 
ister in the fifth Yoshida Cabi- 
net. 

The antimain current faction, 
which centers around Takeo 
Miki, Chairman of the Policy 
Board, and former Finance Min: 
ister Hayato Ikeda, reluctantly 
approved Ohno’s appointment. 

They had been strongly op- 
posed to the appointment on 
grounds that Ohno’s anachro- 
nistic political sense runs count- 
er to the policy of the party 


56 Missing in Crash 
Of Dutch Airliner 


THE HAGUE (AP)—A Dutch 
airliner crashed into the sea off 
New Guinea before dawn Tues- 
day and 56 persons—three of 
them British, the rest Dutch— 
were reported missing. 

KLM airline announced 11 
Dutch passengers and the Dutch 
stewardess were rescued. Some 
of them were reported injured 
but it was not known how 
many. 

The missing included 48 pas- 
sengers and 8 crewmen, 

Bound for the Netherlands, 
the Lockheed Super Constella- 
tion took off from Biak, New 
Guinea, with 59 passengers and 
a crew of 9. It plunged into 600 
feet of water at 3:40 a.m., five 
miles from the Biak Airport. 

Most of the passengers were 
civil servants or navy men and 
their families, Among the miss- 
ing were 17 children. 

Two entire families—one with 
three children and one with one 
—were among those saved. Also 
among the rescued were a fath- 
er of six and one of his chil- 
dren.

Two Roving 
Envoys Are 
Appointed 


Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama decided yesterday to 
appoint Ataru Kobayashi, form- 
er president of the Japan De- 
velopment Bank, as roving am- 
bassador to Southeast Asia, and 
Keizo Shibusawa, board chair- 
man of the Japanese Overseas 
Radio and Cable System, as 
roving ambassador to _ Latin 
America. 

The two ambassadors will de- 
part in mid-August at the latest 
to attend conferences of Japa- 
nese diplomatic agencies in the 
two regions. These meetings 
will be held to review local 
economic conditions, 

Kobayashi and Shibusawa are 
expected to inspect the areas 
under their jurisdiction for 
about two months, 

There will be considerable 
delay in the appointment of 
three other roving ambassadors 
for Europe, North America, and 
the Middle and Near East. 

The nomination of roving 
envoys for Southeast Asia and 
Latin America has been prompt- 
ed by the fact that in these two 
regions, Japan has various eco- 
nomic issues, which require im- 
mediate attention. The mission 
of the new envoys will be to 
promote Japan’s economic diplo- 
macy. . 


Wellington Is Silent 
On Kishi Trip Report 


WELLINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—No official comment is yet 
available in Wellington on a To- 
kyo report of the Japanese For- 
eign Office announcement that 
Prime Minister Kishi willl visit 
New Zesland and Australia in 
November. 

When New Zealand Prime 
Minister, Sidney Holland, was 
last in Tokyo he extended an in- 
vitation to the Prime Minister to 
visit New Zealand. This invita- 
tion was renewed after Kishi 
took office but it is understood 
no definite dates have been dis- 


cussed. 


No Drastic Trade Hike: Maeo 


International Trade and _ In- 
dustry Minister Shigesaburo 
Maeo warned yesterday against 
optimistic anticipation of ex- 
panded trade with Communist 


China in consequence of the 
easing of the trade embargo. 


Maeo told a press conference 
after yesterday’s Cabinet meet- 
ing that difficulties were expect- 
ed in stepping up trade with 
Communist China “because the 
trade exchange has to be well 
balanced and because Commu- 
nist China has not enough for- 
eign currency,” 


Maeo said he hoped to in- 
crease export and import by 30 
per cent each, or to 100 million 
dollars each, this year, and to 
150 million dollars both ways in 
another couple of years, 


In 1956, Japan exported goods

lion dollars, 

Maeo added that the fourth 
private trade agreement be- 
tween the two countries will be 
studied immediately by the Gov- 


ernment and the _ Liberal-De- 
mocratic Party.

7 Dulles Says 
INATO Could 


Stockpile 
A-Weapons 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Secre- 
tary of State Dulles said Tues- 
day the United States is study- 
ing the possibility of providing 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization (NATO) with a stock- 
pile of atomic weapons. 

This is a possible answer, 
Dulles made clear at a news con- 
ference, to the objection of 
some European allies that a cut- 
off in atomic weapons produc- 
tion under a disarmament pro- 
gram would deny them such 
weapons permanently. 

Britain and France especially 
have indicated such fears. 

Dulles said he thinks it would 
be more proper to set up a 
NATO stockpile than to hand 
weapons over to individual coun- 
tries. 

He said he thinks the NATO 
atomic arsenal could perhaps be 
created without a change in 
U.S. law by placing it under the 
command of Gen. Lauris 
Norstad as the American mili- 
tary chief in Europe. Norstad 
is also NATO commander. 

Dulles also said the United 
States favors continuing East- 
West disarmament talks in Lon- 
don until American proposals 
are fully explained. 

On the question of Germany, 
the U.S. Secretary of State said 
any plan for a European arms 
inspection zone must be care- 
fully considered to determine 
whether it would have the ef- 
fect of hurting prospects for 
German reunification, 


U.K. Request Seen 

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The British Government is re- 
ported to have asked for Amer- 
ican nuclear weapons or fission- 
able material to increase its 
stockpile of nuclear weapons in 
case the disarmament confer- 
ence in London agrees to stop 
making these weapons eventual- 
ly 


This is believed to be one of 
the reasons why Harold E. Stas- 
sen, head of the U.S. delegation 
at the London Conference, said 
Monday United States presenta- 
tion of its reply to chief Soviet 
delegate Valerian A. Zorin 
would take three or four weeks. 

As understood here the Brit- 
ish viewpoint is that Great Brit- 
ain has only recently begun to 
test nuclear weapons in the 
Pacific, consequently if there is 
a truce in tests and eventually a 
cut-off of manufacture of these 
weapons then Britain would 
need to be compensated by the 
United States, 

However usually _ reliable 
sources here report that should 
Britain receive such compensa- 
tion, then France will probably 
demand similar compensation if 
it should agree not to begin 
manufacturing these weapons, 


Zhukov Violently 
Lashes Purgees 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Marshal Georgi Zhukov, Soviet 
Defense Minister, told a Lenin- 
grad meeting the disgraced 
Malenkov-Molotoy group had 
“lost the right to call them- 
selves fully valuable members of 
the Communist Party,” Moscow 
Radio said Tuesday. 

In what appeared the most 
violent attack yet on the group, 
he said they opposed the investi- 
gation of illegalities because 
they feared being held respon- 
sible by the people “for having 
usurped their rights by illicit 
means.” 

Tuesday, the radio quoted 
Marshal Zhukov, who has in 
previous speeches merely re- 
stated the official case against 
the group, as telling the meet- 
ing Monday night the group’s 
members were “monstrosities 
within the Presidium of our 
party.” 


Bonn, Soviet Okay 
Trade Talks Date 


MOSCOW (Kyodo-UP) — The 
Soviet Union Tuesday notified 
West Germany it accepted the 
West German proposal that 
trade negotiations between the 
two countries should start next 
week, 

The Soviet ambassador told 
correspondents unofficially in 
Bonn Monday that the Russians 
agreed to open the talks July 22. 

The Soviet delegation will be 
headed by Deputy Minister for 
Foreign Trade Pavel Kumykin.

Atomic Power Generation 


Atomic power generation has 
already come to a commercial 
Stage. Japan should import 
service reactors at an early date 
and set about atomic power gen- 
eration. 

This need is keen because in- 
dications are that, by 1970, de- 
mand for motive energy in 
Japan will ex- 
ceed supply. 

Various opin-§ 
ions are  ad- 
vanced as_ to 
how atomic 
power should -7 23 
be generated in Se am 
Japan. All Io 
can say is that aaa 
it should be  Ipponmatsu 
done in a practical way in ac- 
cord with the energy situation 
in the country. 

There are, at present, three 
types of reactors for Japan to 
choose from: Britain’s natural 
uranium type, called the improv- 
ed Calder Hall type, and the 
U.S.’s two enriched uranium 
types, PWR and BWR. 

It serves no useful purpose 
to argue about which type to 
choose. It is also too early to 
pass on the merits or demerits 
of the natural and enriched 
uranium types. Japan should im- 
port both types and set about 
generating atomic power on a 
commercial basis.

‘Push’ in Other Areas 
The Central Committee assert- 
ed, however, that the calling off 
of the struggle in the Kanto 
region was only a change in 
tactics, adding that the union 
would not give up its struggle 
to oppose disciplinary measures 
taken toward workers who par- 
ticipated in the June struggle. 
The Committee said the 
struggle campaigns by _ the 
Seibu, Kansai, Tohoku and Hok- 
kaido blocs would be pushed. 
The Niigata district headquar- 
ters upon instruction from the 
Central Committee ordered local 
chapters yesterday evening to 
stop the struggles temporarily 
and return to work. 

At the same time, it also in- 
structed the chapters to resume 
the struggles immediately by 
ignoring the Central Committee 
instruction if the Niigata Rail- 
ways Management Bureau an- 
nounced punishments of work- 
ers. 

The Niigata Railways Manage- 
ment Bureau was forced yester- 
day to cancel operation of 139 
freight trains as a result of 
union members’ resort to force. 

Hardest hit was the Joetsu 
line, which operated only two 
freight trains. 

Ten passenger trains on local 
lines failed to operate. Express 
trains were 10 to 23 minutes be- 
hind schedule and other passen- 
ger trains 10 to 40 minutes be- 
hind. 

Chapters Shun Strike Order 

A number of local chapters 
refused to comply with union 
instructions to carry out work- 
shop rallies. 

The Yonago district head- 
quarters ordered workers at all 
stations to cease their struggle 
while the Shimonoseki conduc- 
tors’ section rejected the strug: 
gle directive. 

Meantime, National Railway 
Corporation authorities yester- 
day afternoon announced the 
dismissal of four leaders of the 
NRWU Niigata district head- 
quarters on the charge of lead- 
ing the current struggle. 

The Mito Railway Bureau 
yesterday announced punish- 
ment of 45 union members held 
responsible for worksite rallies 
last June 45 and furlough tac- 
tics on June 13. 

The disciplinary measures in- 
cluded reprimands for two; ad- 
monitions for 17, and _ strict 
warnings for 26 others. 
Matsutaro Shoriki, chairman 
of the National Public Safety 
Commission, reported that seven 
Communists were involved in 
the Niigata dispute. 

Ishida Blasts Walkout 

The Cabinet threw its weight 
yesterday behind the National 
Railway Corporation’s stern dis- 
ciplinary measures against 
strikers who violate the law. 
Labor Minister Hirohide Ishi- 
da told Cabinet ministers that 
the current walkout in Niigata 
in protest against the arrest of 
five union leaders had definitely 
gone beyond the bounds of a 
legitimate labor struggle. 
Around 11 a.m., some 400 
angry watermelon farmers be- 
seiged the Niigata Railway Bu- 
reau and demanded that the 
strike be called off immediately. 
They complained that their 
melons were beginning to rot 
because of snarled freight traffic 
and prices were down from ¥10 
a pound last week to around ¥5. 
In the Hiroshima and Osaka 
areas, meetings were held at 
more than 6v places. Train 
service on the Sanyo trunk line 
was reported paralyzed.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—Indicationg are that the Asian 
atgnjics énergy conference in Washington will agree to the U.S. 


proposal! to establish an Asian a 


tomic center in Manila but on a 


far smaller scale than proposed, according to informed sources. 


They said all nations represented at the conference supported 


in principle the proposed A-cen- 
ter in Manila, but some henefac- 
tor nations, such as Britain and 
Canada, were unwilling to share 
investments. 

The conference attended by 
16 Colombo Plan nations Tues- 
day entered its second and last 
week. The meeting is being 
held behind closed deors. 

.&ceording to informants, the 
United States proposed to the 
meeting (1) establishment of an 
Asian atomic center in Manila; 
(2).offer of an American atomic 
reactor worth 20 million dollars 
to the center, and (3) U.S. 
payment of 25 per cent of the 
annual operation cost estimat- 
ed at 2 million to 4 million dol- 
lars with the remaining 75 per 
cent to be shared by other mem- 
ber nations. 

In response to this bid, they 
sald, Japan promised to send 
technicians and equipment, but 
other benefactor nations like 
Rritain and Canada were reluct- 
ant to offer aid, intimating that 
if they invested in the center, 
they would have to slash their 
aid funds to the Colombo Plan. 

Of thé beneficiary nations, the 
*hilippines and Thailand report- 
edly supported the U.S. plan. 
India said it would cooperate 
but would be unable to take 
part im the center. Burma and 
Indonesia have adopted a wait- 
and-seé attitude. 

The benefactor nations, ex- 
cept for the United States and 
Japan, informants said, are not 
so much interested in the U.S. 
proposal because they regard it 
as a U.S. move to develop its 
investment markets abroad.

Far East Tourism Is Growing

Civil Air Transport’s new vice 
president for traffic and sales 
said here vesterday that Ameri- 
can tourists who spent 13,800 
million dollars last year travel- 
ing abroad are beginning to 
reverse old trends and are now 

coming to the Far East, 
Far East tourism has already 
jumped 18 per cent over last 
vear, CAT Vice President James 


Walker told reporters, with 
airlines here expecting more 
and more tourists who have 


been to Europe to change direc- 
tions and visit Asia. 

And, Walker said, airlines 
operating in the Far East are 
going overboard to attract more 
and more tourists to the wond- 
ers and beauty of the fabulous 
Far East. 

Along with selling the Far 
East to tourists, he said, the 
airlines and travel agencies 
must also sell the governments 
in the Far East on the fact that 


| the world’s biggest business— 


tourism—is good for their coun- 
tries and can bring in a lot of 
needed dollars, 


“They don’t have to invest 
a lot of capital or spend a lot 
of money on tourism, either,” 
he explained, 

The old snarls that have kept 
many tourists out of the Far 
East—tough visa _ regulations, 
complicated foreign exchange 
restrictions and poor food and 
hotel accommodations — are 
gradually being eliminated or 
eased as the result of an unre- 
lenting attack by airlines and 
tourist organizations, he said. 

Walker, a former U.S. naval 
aviator and Pan American top 
ranking executive in the U.S, 
and Latin America, joined Civil 
Air Transport recently and will 
make his headquarters in Tai- 
pei. 

Along with trving to bring 
tourists into the Far East, CAT 
is campaigning to increase tour- 
ism in the Far East. CAT is 


inaugurating flights into Bang- 
kok, Thailand and also has spe- 
cial flights from Manila, Taipei 
and other points to Tokyo to 
bring servicemen and _ their 
families to Japan for sight-see- 
ing and shopping. ' 

The shopping flights, Walker 
said, are very popular with the 
women and he thought Japan’s 
shopping attraction should also 
be sold to tourists contemplat- 
ing a Far East trip. 

He thought that Far East 
travel literature should contain 
more facts for the women 
traveler citing things like shop- 
ping facilities, best buys and 
other things of general interest 
to women. 

“Japan, with its beauty, its 
wonderful people, and its pic- 
turesqueness is in for an incre- 
dible amount of tourism,” he 
Said. 

And because CAT is a Taiwan 
based airline, Walker said he 
would like to “attract some of 
the tourists coming to Japan to 
| Taiwan.” .

LONDON (Kvodo-Reuter)— 


issued its first official comment 
on the speech by Mao Tse-tung 
earlier this year in which the 
Chinese head of state admitted 
there could be “contradictions” 
between leaders and people in a 
Communist state. 

The Soviet Communist Party’s 
Official organ, Pravda, said the 
Speech was a “tremendous 
event” for China and “a number 
of tenets developed in _ this 
Speech are of great significance 
for Marxist-Leninist theory in 
general.” 

In a leading article on the 
speech, in which Mao advocated 
letting “a hundred flowers 
blossom and a hundred schools 
of thought contend,” Pravda 
said, it helped the Chinese 
people to decide what words 
and actions helped and what 
hindered the socialists cause. 

The “rectification” campaign 
which followed, during which 
criticism of the Administration 
was allowed, had ended with 
the isolation not of the Commu- 
nists but of the “rightists” who 
had tried to undermine them, 
Pravda said, : 

“Comrade Mao _ Tse-tung’s 
speech multiplied the forces of 
millions of supporters of social- 
ism in China, who went over to 
a resolute attack against the 
hostile machinations of right- 
wing bourgeoisie.” 


Peiping Indicates 
Long Rightist Fight 


PEIPING (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The Chinese Communist Party 
organ People’s Daily said Tues- 
day that some “rightists’” who 
had confessed before the Na- 
tional People’s Congress “ap- 
peared to have not the least 
sincerity, nor to be repentant.” 

In an editorial, the newspaper 
said that some had shown re- 
pentance while others had tried 
“to slink past,” taking an easy 
way and avoiding the hard. 

The editorial said that the 
congress was “a great victory 
against rightists” and that on 
the basis of this victorv “we 
should continue to adopt all 
measures to disclose more facts 
relating to the rightists’ reac- 
tionary activities.” 

Observers here took this offi- 
cial pronouncement to mean 
that the struggle against the

A group of 14 specialists in [ 


agriculture and industry from 
Taiwan, is due in Tokyo today 
by CAT to pursue training pro- 
grams in Japan of three to six 
months’ duration, it was an- 
nounced here yesterday. 

Sponsored by the _ Interna- 
tional Cooperation Administra- 
tion, the visitors will study 
Japanese methods in food de- 
hydration and canning, livestock 
production, farm and extension 
cooperatives, and hydropower 
generation. 

Chen Ruey-yun, superinten- 
dent of the Taiwan Farmers’ 
Association, will have a_ six 
months’ study course in quality 
control, efficient and hygienic 
handling and storage of food, 
and modern equipment and pro- 
cesses in faqod dehydration. 

Another six months’ program 
was arranged for Liu Jan-yan, 
a Provincial Veterinary Serum 
Institute techuician, and Liu 
Shing-ming, senior specialist of 
the Provincial Bureau of In- 
spection and Quarantine.

Compressed 
Air Eyed as 
Breakwater 


YOKOHAMA 
unique method of breaking the 
force of waves with the aid of 
compressed air is expected to be 
tested out at the Tsurumi Dock- 
yard of the Japan Steel Tube 
Co. shortly. 


The testing of the “air break- 
water” is awaited with keen 1n- 
terest for it will be a revolu- 
tionary way of protecting moor- 
ed ships from the shock of 
waves if successful. 

Under the air breakwater 
principle, developed by Michi- 
nori Kurihara, professer of 
Kyushu University, the main 
section of the breakwater will 
be a pipeline set up under the 
water. 

This pipe ejects compressed 
air from numerous holes in its 
surface. The bubble thus creat- 
ed form a current of water 
shooting up toward the surface. 
This upward current disperses 
in all directions on the surface, 
weakening the force of the 
waves. 

Professor Kurihara succeeded

Army Investigates 
Unpaid GI Debts

The U.S. Army has moved in 
to avert a possible controversy 
with the Japanese over Amer- 
ican soldiers stationed here who 
run out on unpaid bills when 
transferred, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

Japanese businessmen had 
complained that U.S. soldiers 
frequently left without paying 
their debts and that they had no 
means of obtaining payment 
after the serviceman had left. 

An army investigator was 
sent to Camp Sendai in northern 
Japan, where a majority of the 
complaints originated, to check 
the reports. 

On the basis of his findings, 
a second officer was sent to Sen- 
dai in an attempt to find a solu- 
tion to the problem, 

“A number of local Japancse 
in the Sendai area have submitt- 
ed claims relative to unpaid 
debts by U.S. soldiers ... to the 
commanding officer of Camp 
Sendai who is investigating each 
instance,” an army spokesman 
said. 

“In accordance with normal 
procedures, the commanding 
officer of Camp Sendai will assist 
in resolving legitimate claims 
against personnel under his 
command or individuals who 
were formerly under his com-

O'’Mal- 
ley had said he would not 
move the club to California 
if he could have the new ball 
park. 

The location, at Flatbush and 
Atlantic Avenues, now is the 
site for the Long Island rail- 
road terminal, warehouses and 
some old buildings and dwell- 
ings. Much of the property 
must be condemned by the 
city before it can be converted 
to a ball park site.

Japan’s Plan

The Government will formal- is, 
ly submit to the World Bank} 777 


within a day or two its final 
plan for getting a total of 317 
million dollars in loans, accord- 
ing to Kyodo’s informants. 


These sources said a World 
Bank investigation team, head- 
ed by Richard S. Quandt, Japan 
Section Chief of the Bank’s Far 
Eastern Department, would 
come here in August to make a 
first-hand survey of Japan’s 
enterprises to which the World 
Bank loans are destined. 


Of Japan’s desired amount of 
loans, informants pointed out, 
168 million dollars will go to 
the power industry, 71 milla 
dollars to the iron and steel 
industry and 78 million dollars 
for highway construction, total- 
ing 317 million dollars. 

. Of the projected loans, those 
for the power and steel indus- 
tries have already been incorpo- 
rated in their fund-raising pro- 
grams for the January-March 
period as it was expected the 
World Bank loan contracts 
would be signed within this 
year. 

Method of Use 

The projected loans, inform- 
ants said, would be accommodat- 
ed to Japan within the coming 
three to five years in accordance 
with various plans, such as 
power resources development, 
high furnace construction and 
highway building. 

A part of the loans, these 
sources said, would be employ- 
ed for import of machinery and 
induction of industrial know- 
how but the most of the loans 
would be used for raising yen 
funds as an impact loan. 

The Government, they said, 
would also negotiate with the 
World Bank authorities on eas- 
ing of loan terms. 

Meanwhile, Hugh B. Ripman, 
technical section official of the 
World Bank, who came to 
Japan July 1, has already be- 
gun preliminary talks with 
various enterprises needing the 
projected loans. 


Details of Program 

Details of the Government’s 
program for borrowing monev 
from the World Bank were said 
to be as follows: 

1. The power industry. 

(a) The Japan Electric Power 
Resources Development Co. 
would borrow $83,906,000 or 40 
per cent of funds needed for 
construction of three power 
generation plants at Tagokura 
and Okutadami in Niigata Pre- 
fecture and Mihoro in Gifu 
Prefecture. Of the loan, $9 mil- 
lion would be used for machi- 
nery imports and the remainder 
would constitute an impact loan. 

(b) The Chubu Electric Power 
Co. expects to borrow $26,556,- 
000 or 40 per cent of funds need- 
ed for building two water power 
stations at Hatanagi in Shizuoka 
Prefecture. 

(c) The Hokuriku Electric 
Power Co. desires to borrow 
$24,650,000 or 40 per cent of 
funds necessary for setting up} 
a power generation plant along 
the Arimine River, in Toyama 
Prefecture. 

(d) The Kansai_ Electric 
Power Co. expects to borrow 
$32,952,000 or 40 per cent of 
funds needed for constructing a 
power station along the Kurobe 
River in Toyama Prefecture.

2. Iron and steel industry. 

(a) The Japan Steel Tube Co. 
plans to borrow $20,344,000 for 
import of high furnace, hot and 
cold strip equipment to be in- 
stalled at its Mizue Plant in 
Kanagawa Prefecture. 

(b) The Kawasaki Steel Cor- 
poration wants to borrow $7,- 
222,000 or a part of funds for 
constructing a high furnace (1,- 
000 tons) in its Chiba plant. 

(c) The Sumitomo Metal In- 
dustries wants to borrow §$33,- 
500,000 for building a 1,000-ton 
high furnace, coke furnace, an 
open hearth furnace and other

TCCI Gives | 
3-Point Plan 
For Trade 


The Tokyo Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry yesterday 
came out with a three-point pro- 
posal to prove the nation’s 
current foreign exchange situa- 
tion. i 


The proposal calls for re- 
habilitated trade with the U.S., 
which has long been unfavor- 
able to Japan, revision of the 
Antitrust Law in order to pre- 
vent cut-throat export competi- 
tion among Japanese manufac- 
turers and traders and the win- 
ning of a strong foothold in the 
Communist Chinese market. 

To correct the unbalanced 
trade with America, TCCI sug- 
gested capitalizing on the cur- 
rent fad for things Japanese 
among Americans, differential 
marketing of Japanese products 
to boost the sale of industrial 
art articles and other special 
products, renovation of designs 
of Japanese exports and making 
special efforts to stall the boy- 
cott movement in the U.S., es- 
pecially in the southern states. 


At the same time, it empha- 
sized that exports of certain pro- 
ducts to the U.S. should be 
curbed voluntarily, and _ the 
category of such goods for 
voluntary control be expanded 
to include products other than 
cotton and woolen textiles, 


It also suggested that the Gov- 
ernment should. permit opera- 
tion here of a Communist 
Chinese trade mission 4s soon 
as possible, adopt an over-all 
barter system with a more 
practical trade accounts pay- 
ment formula and increase the 
sailings of Japanese ships to 


‘Communist China. 
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own textiles) almost complete- 
ly to oust Japan from its pre- 
war markets, such as China, In- 
dia and Pakistan, thus forcing 
it to look for new outlets. 
“The competition by Japan 
is particularly felt in the sec- 
tors of rayon and fibran, The 
textile industry starting from 
artificial fibers is advantaged in 
Japan by low salaries, not only 
for transformation but also for 
the mass production of raw 
material. This competition 
gravely affects our country in 
the sale of similar products. 
This is the case in particular 
of the Belgian Congo where, in 
1955, the rayon and fibran 
textiles from Japan represented 
more than half the import of 
these articles. In Belgium it- 
self, authorities had to set a 
limit in July 1956 to the im- 


ports of Japanese § rayon 
textiles. 
“For other textile articles 


also, Japan threatens: tre West 
European industry more than 
ever. The Japancse enterprises, 
which were severely damaged at 
the outcome of World War II, 
were completely rceequipped in 
such a way that this country at 
present has an ultramodern ma- 
chinery of great efficiency, Its 
production is more diversified 
than before and the products 
manufactured there have a 
quality which can bear compari- 
son with European goods.” 

However, the report added, 
“our textile industry succeeded 
in improving its relative posi- 
tion as an exporter in the world 
textile trade, despite the accen- 
tuation of foreign competition, 
the losses suffered and the de- 
crease of textiles in the total of 
Belgian exports (16 per cent in 
1956, 26.8 per cent in 1950 and 
22 per cent in 1937). Her part 
in the exports of threads. tissue 
and clothing articles, of 11 coun- 
tries—Germany, Belgium, Can- 
ada, United States, France, In- 
dia, Italy, Japan, United King- 
dom, Sweden and Switzerland— 
passed from 6 per cent in 1913 
to 9.2 per cent in 1937 and 14.3 
per cent in 1954.” 


U.K. Cost of Living

International tension and na 
tural disasters have turned the 
nation’s second Five-Year Plan 
into a Frankenstein monster 
that could destrov an already 
shaky economy—unless drastic 
steps are taken. 

It’s a political as well as an 
economic problem, for life in In- 
dia revolves around “The Plan” 
which is intended to raise one 
of the world’s lowest standards 
of living by bringing a Social- 
ist welfare state to the world’s 
largest democracy. 


Hard Times Ahead 

Along with the usual pep 
talks, 380,000,000 Indians this 
month were warned to get ready 
for hard times ahead, as the eco- 
nomic experts attempt to make 
a two-year-old plan fit a new sit- 
uation. 

Worse yet, the money crisis 
comes at a time when Amer- 
ica’s foreign aid program—one 
of India’s best financial friends 
—is being trimmed by an econ- 
omy-minded Congress, 

There’s plenty at stake in the 
development of India, for the 
people of Asia someday will 
cgmpare the results of Indian 
democracy against the commu- 
nism of Red China. An Amer- 
ican political officer pointed out: 

“The system that does the 
most for its people—democracy 
or communism—is going to the 
winner in this part of the 
world.” 

Now in its second year, In- 
dia’s current Five-Year Plan 
looks too big for the resources 
at hand. But cutting the $12,- 
000 million program down to 
size will not be easv. 

Finance Minister T, T. Krish- 
namachari recently declared: 
“We stand committed to it, and 
even if something could be cut 
down, it would be very small.” 

According to Krishnamachari, 
some of the emphasis might be 
switched from heavy to small- 
scale industries. The reasoning 
is that heavy industrial devel- 
opment requires more foreign 
exchange funds, which India is 
critically short of, 


The First Plan 

This would be a major shift 
in goals. The first plan (19051- 
5G) tackied the basic needs of 
health, education, irrigation, 
power, transportation and—most 
important—food production. The 
present plan was designed to 
bring industrialization and full 
employment: while a third plan 
would be aimed at producing 
consumer goods. 

Much of today’s trouble is in- 
herited from the 1951-56 plan, 
which wiped out famine for the 
first time in Indian history. It 
raised the national income 18 
per cent, and brought almost a 
third of the poverty-stricken 
rural population under commu- 
nity development projects. 

But along with these succes- 
ses has come inflation, particul- 
arly in the price of food grains, 
floods and unseasonable rains 
caused crop failures, and there 
is now a serious food shortage 
in the overcrowded states of 
Bihar and West Bengal. Thou- 
sands of Hindu refugees from 
Moslem East Pakistan have ad- 
ded to the burden. 

The central government has 
cracked dowr on grain hoard- 
ers and speculators, with an em- 
ergency order freezing prices 
at the average of the past three 
months. The West Bengal Gov- 
ernment threatened to confis- 
cate tons of rice being held by 
speculators in the Calcutta rail- 
way yards. 

World prices rose with the 
Suez Canal crisis, and India has 
had to pay more for essential 
imports. There has been little 
progress in developing new 
trade, and money-making ex- 
ports are 40 million rupees less 
than last year. The result is 
an unhealthy ratio of imports 
over exports. 


Sterling Reserves 

Morarji Desai, Minister of In- 
dustry and Commerce, revealed 
that India’s sterling reserves 
have dropped by more than 2,- 
000 million rupees in the past 
19 months. Most of this badly- 
needed foreign exchange went 
for machinery, steel and non- 
ferrous metal to feed the hun- 
gry Five-Year Plans, 

He announced that tight im- 
port controls were going to be 
even tighter. Customs duty on 
many consumer items ranges 
from 80 to 100 per cent, and the 


growing list of taxable goods is 
going to include such “nones- 


NEW DELHI (INS)—Serioussential” imports 
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as 
drugs and medicines. 

Foreign capital investment 
would help ease the situation, 
but a maze of restrictions dis- 
courages foreign investors from 
risking investment in Indian 
private enterprise. 

Renewed tension with Pakis- 
tan over the disputed Kashmir 
territory (now a part of India), 
has resulted in a 500 million 
rupee increase in defense ex- 
penditure. This might have 
gone into development pro- 
srams. But both countries hate 
and fear each other; and the In- 
dians claim that American arms 
aid to Pakistan—a member of 
SEATO and the Baghdad Pact— 
has created a “military imbal- 
ance” on the subcontinent. 

India’s policy of cold war 
“neutrality” has kept it from ac- 
cepting American military aid. 
Prime Minister Nehru recently 
made it clear that India also had 
no intention of accepting a 
standing Offer by the Russians 
to supply planes, tanks and 
guns. 

Attempts to bolster’ the 
sagging economy met with only 
mediocre success in a turbulent 
session of Parliament. In addi- 
tion to attacks from the left 
and right wings, Congress Party 
leaders suddenly had to de- 
fend the new budget from 
criticism within .their own 


foreign 


ranks. 
Commenting on .the average 
Indian’s tax potential, Dr. 


V.K.R.V. Rao, chairman of the 
program evaluation board, ex- 
plained: “His income is hardly 
sufficient to enable him to make 
both ends meet, and in pure 
theory, he has really no taxable 
capacity. And yet we have to 
tax him.” 

So India now faces the ugly 
prospect of deficit financing with 
few visible means of raising 
new revenues, except for more 
big loans from the internation- 
al banks. 

As shown by the horrible ex- 
ample of Kerala—where_ the 
Communists now control the 
State Government—it is the 
Reds who reap the greatest ad- 
vantage from economic suffer- 
ing.

On Beating 


NEW YORK (AP)—lInflation 
is damned by almost everyone 
today. But what to do about it, 
if ianything, splits American 
thinking wide open. 

The nation’s money managers 
say tightening the screws on 
credit and making money cost- 
ly to borrow is about to do the 
trick. 

But home builders and small 
businessmen say this threatens 
to ruin them and could trigger 
a recession. And some others 
hold that expensive borrowing 
just pushes up business costs 
and helps inflate prices. 

Natural Correction 

Many economists in Govern- 
ment and in industry say a na- 
tural correction of inflation is 
already in sight. They say soar- 
ing prices will cure themselves 
because consumer resistance 
will shrink demand. That will 
cut back work in the factories 
and service trades and take a 
lot of steam out of labor’s wage 
demands, 

The business expansion boom 
also means that in time there 
will be even more capacity to 
produce—maybe too much for 
awhile—and that will increase 
competition and check price 
rises, 

Statesmanship on the part of 
management and labor could 
end inflation, President Eisen- 
hower says. But others ask: 
Who is going to start this? And 
if there are unstatesmanlike 
holdouts, how can the confor- 
mists meet this competition? 

The President reminds indus- 
try and labor now and then that 
another solution would be to 
reinstate direct wage and price 
controls. Many economists, how- 
ever, challenge the effectiveness 
of these in practice, and Con- 
gress is definitely hostile to 
any such unpopular move in 
peacetime. 

A few insist that a cut in 
taxes could help halt inflation. 
They argue that it would make 
for more risk capital, leading to 


Gets Supply 
Of A-Power 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
Atomic electricity flowed out 
through commercial power lines 
to southern California homes 
and industries Monday. 


It was a historic first in the 
development of atomic power in 
the United States—the first time 
a nonmilitary reactor had pro- 
duced power from generation of 
electricity by a private utility 
company. 

The plant is in the Santa 
Susana mountains, 30 miles 
northwest of Los Angeles. 

The experimental operation is 
a joint project of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, which an- 
nounced here its successful start, 
and the Southern California Edi- 
son Co. 

A sodium reactor furnishes 
heat to Edison’s generating 
equipment, which converts the 
energy to electricity. 

It began Monday on a low 
energy test basis, producing 
1,000 kilowatts of electricity. It 
is designed to produce 20,000 
kilowatts of heat which will be 
converted to about 6,500 kilo- 
watts of electricity. 

The AEC said the project is a 
step toward development of 
commercially competitive civi- 
lian power from nuclear energy. 
It did not say how costs of the 
Santa Susana power is expected 
to compare with nonatomic elec- 
tricity. 


Oil Deposits Found 


AKITA (Kyodo)—New oil de- 
posits have been disccvered 
right under the city of Akita, 
according to the Teikoku Oil 
Co.

At the opposite extreme are 
the economists who think the 
money managers should make 
money much tighter than it is 
now and drain off a _ sizable 
amount of the money and credit 
that has built up since 1940. 
They argue this would not only 
halt inflation but even restore 
some of the purchasing power 
of your dollar. 


Increasing or decreasing the 
supply of money and credit can 
be done without turning the 
Government printing presses on 
or off, 


When the commercial banks 
expand loans, the borrowers’ 
deposits are built up, increas- 
ing the total supply of money 
in the nation. 

The Federal Reserve banks 
ride hard on this. They require 
money reserves against these 
deposits. If the Federal Reserve 
Board lowered present reserve 
requirements the commercial 
banks would have more to lend 
to credit-thirsty customers—and 
to that extent there would be 
new inflation of credit. It the 
Federal Reserve were to raise 
present reserve requirements it 
would deflate the, available 
money and credit supply. 


Federal Reserve Action 

Because demand for loans has 
been so high this year and last, 
the Federal Reserve has tight- 
ened the money supply simply 
by refusing to lower the re- 
serves or to increase the banks’ 
available money supply in any 
of the other ways at its com- 
mand, 

Interest rates have gone up as 
a result. 

The Federal Reserve and the 
U.S. Treasury believe that an- 
other result has been the slow- 
ing down of the pace of the 
business .boom and the rate of 
industrial expansion which they 
felt threatened to lift inflation 
out of the creeping stage. 

How long it will take before 
this credit-pinch method of halt- 
ing inflation shows up in your 
monthly bills the money mana- 
gers aren’t saying. And some 
outside the Government are say- 
ing that the good old days are 
gone forever,

returning to Hakodate, Hokkai- 
do, Tuesday, ahead of other 
fleets after achieving its catch 
goal. 

The fleet, according to reports 
received in Tokyo from the 
mothership yesterday, left its 
fishing grounds in Soviet-re- 
stricted waters east of Kam- 
chatka the previous evening. It 
reached its catch target nearly 
a month earlier than the Aug. 
10 deadline, 

The other fleets in this year’s 
expedition are also expected to 
leave their fishirig grounds for 
their base port of Hakodate 
soon. 

They may attain their goals 
around the end of this week. 

Japan sent. 13 fleets to the 
Aleutian area this year. There 
has been no friction with the 
Soviets at any time since they 
began fishing operations May 9. 

The total salmon catch for 
the Japanese fleets this year 
was set at 87,000 tons.

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Disarmament Talks 
The United Nations subcommittee on disarmament met 


again in London on Monday 


to hear further details of an 


American proposal for partial disarmament, but the atmos- 
phere is hardly favorable to progress. 

Mr., Harold Stassen, who is presenting the American 
plan, is appealing for patience and perseverance in the 


xegotiations. 


He claims that the talks have made good 


progress so far but the Soviet delegate, Mr. Valerian Zorin, 


does not agree. 


Mr. Zorin declared the London talks had been moving 
very slowly of late and people could not be patient when 


they saw a dangerous arms 


race going on. Commander 


Noble, the British delegate, protested that Soviet Russia 

was making such things as the stationing of observers at 
airfields depend upon impracticable demands for an over-all 

ban on nuclear weapons. So long as the Russians took that 

sort of line, he said, it was difficult to believe that they 

really wanted to halt the arms race. 


British officials are reported to be in favor of a recess 
in the London talks because they believe that last week’s 
deadlock over nuclear controls was an indication that Rus- 
sia, which recently underwent a considerable shakeup in 
its Government, was not ready to bargain seriously on the 
details of a disarmament treaty. The Americans, it seems, 
would like to continue the talks through the summer, but 
if the Russians cannot be pinned down to details, it might 
be better to halt the conversations altogether for the time 
being. As it is at present, the Russians, while declining to 
come down to brass tacks themselves, are trying, as is usual 
with them in such cases, to make out that the other party is 
the real obstacle to agreement—and using this thesis for 


propaganda. 


Thus, Soviet Defense Minister Georgi Zhukov alleged 
at Leningrad’s Soviet Fleet Day ceremony on Sunday 
“certain imperialist states” were dragging out the London 
disarmament negotiations and the Soviet Union was oblig- 
ed to reinforce its defense potential “in order to increase 
the power of our armed forces.” At the same time he claim- 
ed that it was Russia that had submitted what he called 


“concrete proposals.” 


Marshal Zhukov’s statements hardly seem on all fours 
with an enthusiasm for disarmament; in fact they are con- 
siderably dashing to the hopes that many people had en- 
tertained as a result of Moscow’s attitude three or four 
months ago. The question, indeed, mdy be asked—has the 
Kremlin changed its attitude about disarmament plans 
since the Government and Party reshuffle and has Marshal 
Zhukov, who is now believed to exercise more power in 
the Soviet State, had something to do with this? 

Mr. Zorin on Monday said Russia could continue to be 
patient except for the fact that more weapons were being 


built while the talks continue; but surely if Marshal 


Zhukov’s statement means anything Moscow is also doing 


that very same thing. 


It is quite apparent that there is lack of confidence on 
both sides in the proposals that have been made to date, 
and in view of the fact that the subcommittee ig required 
to report to the 12-nation full committee by Aug. 1, the 
outlook is not encouraging. If no agreement on proposals 
before the subcommittee can be reached, it might be as well 
to report in simple language the fact, go into recess and 
ask the U.N. General Assembly when it comes into autumn 
session to make arrangements to extend the deliberations 
either under similar or new conditions. 


Disappointing as the prospects of a deadlock are to all 
who wish to reduce the present gigantic armaments retain- 


ed by the principal Powers, 


and to halt the search for 


more and more deadly weapons to stockpile against an in- 
determinate future, there is no use in trying to force the 
pace unduly. A real disarmament settlement must be bas- 
ed on a serious conviction on the part of all concerned that 
the present state of affairs is not only dangerous but un- 
necessary. So long as the nations feel that the interna- 
tional situation remains such that they must continue to 
strain every nerve to provide moresarmaments, whether 
these be qualitative or quantitative in nature, we see little 
chance of a really worthwhile agreement. 

And that feeling, of course, brings us to the political 


circumstances of our age. 


It is the many tensions and 


antagonisms, and the sense of various wrongs still unright- 
ed, that breed the atmosphere wherein nations fear to reduce 


their armaments. 


While the exploration of avenues to dis- 


armament must by no means cease, we fear that greater 
political achievements will be found necessary for any large 
reductions in armaments to be rendered possible. 


What Will Girard Get? 


Trial of U.S. Soldier to Begin Late August Center of Keen Interest 


The Maebashi District Court 
in the capital of Gumma Prefec- 
ture, 50 mises northwest of To- 
kyo, wili be a center of public 
attention from oth Japan and 
the United States toward 
the end of next month. 


In the seven-year-old two- 
story building in which the 
court is housed will begin on 
Aug. 26 the trial of William S. 
Girard, an American soldier, 
charged with killing a Japanese 
woman. 


Anticipating a record crowd, 
officials of the court are report- 
edly contemplating limiting 
spectators in the court chamber 
and restricting traffic in the 
neighborhood of the courthouse. 


All this is due to the public 
interest in the question of how 
the accused will fare. Specific- 
ally, what kind of sentence will 
he, if found guilty, receive? 


Girard is indicted on a charge 
of “shogai chishi” or causing 
injury that results in death, a 
criminal offense under Art, 205 
of the Criminal Code. 


The particular clause reads: 
“He who causes the death of a 
human being by inflicting on 
him bodily injury is punishable 
with a penal servitude of more 
than two years.” 


Death by injury is one of the 
three basic homicide categories 
under the Japanese law. The 
two others are first degree 
murder and involuntary man- 
slaughter (e.g., culpable negli- 
gence). 

2—15 Years 


The Criminal Code does not 
provide for a maximum penalty 
for homicide by injury. But 
according to usual practice of 
the judges, the sentences have 
not exceeded 15 years. Thus, 
Girard, if guilty, will receive a 
prison term ranging from two 
to 15 years. 


The final verdict to be made 
some time during the fall, de- 
pends entirely on what the 
court will find during the hear- 
ings. 

Theoretically, the defense 
counsel can contend that the 
Maebashi District Court has no 
jurisdiction on Girard on the 
now stale ground that, as the 
United States Government had 
maintained, the fatal shooting 
occurred while the accused was 
on duty. It is highly unlikely, 
however, that this argument 
will be presented to the court 
by the defense in view of the 
recent Supreme Court decision. 


As far as the prosecution is 
concerned, it is confident of ob- 
taining a conviction because 
the facts of the circumstances 
are, they hold, “beyond dispute.” 


Defense attorney Itsuro Haya- 
shi, in the meantime, is logical- 
ly mum on what he has up 
his sleeve. 

Assuming that the defense 
will not challenge the court’s 
jurisdiction on Girard, some 
technical points are expected to 
come up. 

One of them would be Girard’s 
motivation in the fatal shooting. 


How Rifle Fired 


Even the Japanese prosecu- 
tors seem to concede that the 
soldier defendant had no intent 
to kill Mrs. Naka Sakai. It is 
for this reason that they pre- 
ferred the charge of “injury 
causing death” against him, 
rather than that of premeditated 
killing. During the course of 
the investigation that led to the 
indictment, it was learned that 
Girard was veritably surprised 
to see the woman fall to the 
ground and die. 

How he fired the rifle—whe- 


Wednesday, July 17 
Asahi Shimbun opposed the 
demand in some economic circles 


for easing the present tight cre- 


dit policy. It this policy were 
eased now, the Government 
would be forced to resort to a 
full fledged deflationary policy 
in the future with the result 
that economic circles would 
have to suffer still more from 
fund shortages. In order to 
balance the country’s interna- 
tional account, the credit tigh- 
tening policy should be continu- 
ed for some time to come, the 
paper said. Also editorially, the 
paper said that with restrictions 
on trade with Communist China 
eased, one of the stumbling 
blocks in the two nations’ trade 
relations has been eliminated. 
It is hoped that the Government 
will make public the list of con- 
traband goods which still is in 
force. It will be also essential 
for the Government to solve the 
problems of exchanging trade 
missions between Japan and 
China. 


Mainichi Shimbun said the 
Government’s announcement on 
easing restrictions on Commu- 
nist China trade was an epoch- 
making forward step to develop 
mutual trade. However, the 
easing of the restrictions itself 
will not serve to develop trade 
relations, it said. It will be 
necessary for Japanese _ in- 
dustries to produce higher quali- 
ty but lower priced products in 
order to <ompete with west 
Europe in the Communist 
China market. At the same 
time, it will be necessary to 
conclude a trade pact with Com- 
munist China in order to 
Streamline trade between the 
two countries. 


Press Comments 


Yomiuri Shimbun in its com- 
ment on the announcement to 
ease restrictions on trade with 
Communist China urged the 
Government to hammer out con- 
crete measures as early as pos- 
sible to develop the Red China 
trade. As one of the measures, 
the paper stressed the need of 
concluding the fourth private 
Japan-Communist China trade 
agreement to replace the al- 
ready expired third pact. How- 
ever, the fact is that the Gov- 
ernment is still undecided on 
the policy for the proposed ex- 
change of trade missions as well 
as on the trade account prob- 
lem. Under the circumstances, 
it is difficult for the nation to 
expect development of trade re- 
lations, the paper regretted. The 
Government was urged to be 
more agressive in order to deve- 
lop Japan-Communist China 
trade. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
regretted the occurrence of 
another disturbance in the Hok- 
xaido Assembly, ostensibly over 
the resignation of chairman 
Miyazaki of the Commerce, 
Industry and Labor Committee, 
and over the written views pre- 
sented by the Socialist Party on 
the prices of rice and coal. But 
the paper said the disturbance 
is basically due to the fact that 
the Liberal-Democratic and So- 
Cialist parties, the two major 
opposing forces, are both having 
an internal strife. It also said 
that the Hokkaido Assembly 
lacks “independence.” In other 
words, the two opposing forces 
are reproducing the antagonism 
of the National Diet in the Hok- 
kaido assembly, If the assembly 
does not want to be discredited 
by the islanders, it should make 
efforts to enhance its prestige, 
the paper added. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
refuted a view expressed in the 
recent NHK’s “hour for’ listen- 
ers” broadcast on the Shiba 
Junior High School teacher who 
beat a pupil to death. The view 
was that the general public 
should be more lenient toward 
the school teacher whose 
burden is heavy but low-paid. 
Such a view is erroneous, the 
paper stressed. The paper said 
it supports the Education Min- 
istry’s notice to the Education 
Boards throughout the country 
ordering an end to any corporal 
punishments in schools. The 
paper further said that not only 
the teacher but all of the 
school authorities should be 
held responsible for the violence 
which resulted in the death of 
the pupil. The Japan School 
Teachers Union was also urged 


to make efforts to prevent 
violence by school teachers. 


Chugoku Shimbun § (Hiro- 
shima) regretted that the Uni- 
ted Nations Disarmament Sub- 


“committee thas so far failed to 


reach any tangible conclusion 
at the London session. It will 
be some time before the com- 
mittee will complete debates on 
the general disarmament prob- 
lem. However, the paper ar- 
dently hoped that the commit- 
tee will reach agreement on nu- 
clear weapons. The entire world 
desires that an agreement be 
reached on the manufacture as 
well as use of nuclear weapons. 
If such an agreement is found 
difficult to reach, the committee 
should at least, agree to end nu- 
clear weapons test, it said. 
Basically, both the United 
States and the Soviet Union are 
not opposed to halt nuclear 
weapons tests, and so it should 
be possible for the two nations

ther from the hip or shoulder 
—would have a vital bearing 
on the case. 

Here, there is a certain dis- 
parity between the Japanese 
version and what has been dis- 
closed by the U.S. Department 
of Defense. The Japanese in- 
dictment says that Girard fired 
the weapon from the waist at 
the woman. But the testimony 
by his buddy, Specialist 3.C. 
Victor N. Nickel, included in 
the affidavit of a Defense De- 
partment counsel, says he fired 
the rifle from the shoulcer. 


If the latter is true, it is pos- 
sible that the Japanese theory 
is based on Nickel’s earlier 
statement, which, according to 
the soldier, he deliberately 
distorted to protect Girard. 


Delicate Points 


A question anterior to this 
would be whether or not Girard 
himself threw some brass on 
the ground to entice the Japa- 
nese closer. According to Nickel’s 
testimony, he was asked by 
Girard to do so. But after the 
incident, Girard asked Nickel 
not to admit it and also say that 
he had fired the rifle from the 
hip. 

The Japanese prosecutors hold 
that Girard personally threw 
expended cartridges on the 
ground and shouted “Papa-san 
daijobu” to a man, and “Mama- 
san daijobu” to Mrs. Sakai. To 
her, Girard is alleged to have 
also said, “Mama-san takusan 
ne!” pointing to a foxhole, to 
indicate that there were plenty 
of cartridge cases in it,

be determined during the trial 
on the basis of evidence present-

ed by both the prosecution and 
the defense. 

Nonetheless, the fact remains 
that the incident occurred in 
broad daylight in the presence 
of a sufficient number of eye- 
witnesses. 


Against Accused 


The recent disclosure of de- 
tailed facts in the form of the 
affidavit at the time of the 
Supreme Court ruling, if any- 
thing, only worked against the 
interest of the accused soldier. 

Factors which may mitigate 
his guilt, on the other hand, are 
not entirely absent. One of 
them is that Mrs. Sakai and 
other Japanese who were in the 
vicinity of the site of the in- 
cident, were, to be sure, not 
authorized to enter the firing 
range. If the law were to be 
enforced vigorously, police could 
have arrested them on a charge 
of trespassing. 

Girard’s defense can _ also 
argue, to bolster the position 
that he had no racial antipathy 
against Japanese, by pointing 
out his marriage to a Japanese 
woman. 

As particularly true with 
Japanese courts, the impression 
the judges receive of the atti- 
tude of the defendant during 
the trial—whether he is contrite 
or shameless—would be another 
factor which is not without 
weight. 


Easy on Culprits 


Legal precedents here indi- 
cate that Japanese courts are, 
relatively speaking, easy on 
culprits charged with “corporal” 
offenses. Even a man charged 
with killing another in the 
course of a brawl, it is said, 
often gets away with only about 
six years. Compared with this 
hypothetical case, Girard’s guilt 
would be far less. 

Some legal experts do not en- 
tirely rule out even the possibi- 
lity of a suspended sentence to 
be handed out by the Maebashi 
District Court, 

How would a U.S. court mar- 
tial deal with the case, were it 
to try Girard? 

It would perhaps take into 
consideration the fact that the 
accusea was completely un- 
authorized to use the rifle in- 
the manner he did, the embar- 
rassment the U.S. Army suffer- 
ed because of him, and the in- 
ternational friction the case has 
caused. 

In view of all these matters, 
Girard’s trial by a Japanese 
court, contrary to the ¢hinking 
of his kin at home, may be said 
to be the best thing that could 
happen to the soldier from Ot- 
tawa, Illinois. 


Science Report 


Modern Fountain of Youth

A modern fountain of youth 
is in the sky—and science may 
tap it with the aid of earth-cir- 
cling space satellites, 

Whether this fountain can 
add years to the human life 
span in any immediate, practi- 
cal way is another matter, how- 
ever. At present it looks like 
the fountain is of use only to 
tneoretical physicists: 

You will recall the Spanish ex- 
plorer Ponce de Leon searched 
in what is now Florida for the 
legend-shrouded spring that 
would impart longevity to those 
able to drink from it, 

If he could have known about 
Dr. Albert Einstein’s theories, 
the search might have been suc: 
cessful. 

Einstein in effect UWiscovered 
the fountain that eluded Ponce 
ce Leon when he first proposed 
in i905 his “special theory of 
relativity.” Einstein’s formula 
destroyed the classical idea that 
space and time were fixed and 
unchanging. 

He proclaimed instead these 
ideas were relative to an ob- 
server. The example of the 
twin brothers illustrates this: 

One brother remains on earth, 
the other brother is sent up in a 
space ship traveling near the 
speed of light—186,000 miles a 
second. By streaking through 
space at this speed, the travel- 
ing brother compresses into one 
year what would amount to 
eight years of time as measured 
on earth. 

When the space traveler re- 
turned from his trip he would 
find he was seven years young: 
er than the twin who stayed on 
earth, according to Einstein’s 
theory. 

Recently, laboratory experi- 


ments with radioactive particles 
whipped up in an atomic ac- 
celerator to speeds approaching 
light demonstrated an actual 
slowing down of the radioactive 
decay rate. 


In human terms, this is 
equivalent to a slowing down of 
the aging process, 


Some scientists have suggest- 
ed the next experimental step 
to tap this theoretical fountain 
of youth can be taken with the 
U.S. earth satellite program. 


The U.S. plans to send up six 
earth-circling satellite moons 
during the International Geo- 
physical year, which opened 
July 1 and runs -hrough Dec. 
31, 1958. 

Scientists would first build an 
atomic: clock—a source of radio- 
active cesium 137 which decays 
(loses its radioactivity) at a 
known rate. The atomic clock 
would be placed inside one of 
the satellite moons and a radio 
transmitter would beam _ its 
“tick” to earth stations. 

If Einstein is right, then the 
satellite clock’s tick should be 
slower than that of a similar 
atomic clock in earth. 

Admittedly, the hoped-for 
satellite speeds of four miles a 
second hardly approach the 
speed of light. But science 
should detect some differences. 

Mankind at present, however, 
is still unable to match the lady 
in the limerick that goes: 

“There was a young lady 
named bright, 

“Who could travel 
faster than light. 

“She departed one day in a

The thunder roliing season 
has come. It is said that the 
rainy season of tsuyu does not 
end until we hear the peal of 
thunder. Many people, parti- 
cularly children, are afraid of 
thunder and lightning. Tradi- 
tionally the god of thunder is 
depicted as a fierce looking 
monster carrying numerous 
drums arranged in a circle on 
its back and causing thunder 
by beating the drums. It is 
furthermore said that the thun- 
der god is fond of human navels 
and comes down to gather and 
eat them. 

When little children run 
about naked the mothers tell 
them, “Put on your clothes or 
kaminari-sama will come and 
take your navel.”

During the course of the cur- 
rent Girard case, my fellow 
servicemen, and myself have 
watched with intense interest, 
the development of events lead- 
ing up to the forthcoming trial, 


We have taken into considera- 
tion all aspects of his crime, and 
thoroughly agree that his posi- 
tion is not that of a national 
hero, as his brother stated, but 
a detriment to the integrity of 
the United States Army. At 
times the facts of the case seem- 
ed somewat illusory, and tended 
to lead people to believe that 
his crime was not quite as pro- 
found as it actually was. After 
all, an innocent individual has 
been killed, and the guilty party 
must be punished. 


In too many of the articles 1 
have read concerning the case, 
hardly anything was mentioned 
about Mr. Sakai’s family. I do 
feel that there has been a cer- 
tain amount of dishonesty on 
both sides, and at present, we 
have somewhat of a political 
football, with a strong feeling 
of nationalism. 


Recently I read where one 
U.S. senator remarked, “Why 
are they throwing Girard to the 
dogs?” I was astonished when I 
read this as the man obviously 
did not know what he was talk- 
ing about. I have lived in close 
contact with the Japanese for 14 
months now and know perfectly 
well that a fair, decent trial 
wou'i be given Girard in a 
Japanese court. 

Most of us here in the service 
agree that he would, in a sense, 
be “getting a break” in a Japa- 
nese court, as a military court 
is an extremely austere and 
severe affair in a case of such 
international magnitude as this.

Ike: On Top Again 


WASHINGTON — Sometimes 
something does not happen 
which is a good deal more sig- 
nificant than what does happen. 
Only a few weeks ago, there 
seemed a real danger that Pres- 
ident Eisenhower would become 
a lame-duck President, no long- 
er in control of his party or his 
situation. That has not happen- 
ed, and the fact that it has not 
happened is a lot more mean- 
ingful than many events that 
have made big headlines. 


Obviously, the President is not 
going to get everything he 
wanted from this session of 
Congress, not by a long chalk. 
Equally obvious, the revolt in 
the Republican Party against 
the Eisenhower leadership has 
not ended—the muttering in 
the cloakrooms continues. Even 
so, there has been a sudden im- 
provement in the President’s 
position which almost merits 
the adjective “miraculous.” 


There are many reasons for 
the change, like the fact that 
the Supreme Court has defiect- 
ed to itself much of the anti- 
Eisenhower wrath of the con- 
servatives. But in large part 
the change goes back to two 
key decisions taken some weeks 
ago in the White House. 


The result of one of these de- 
cisions has been “Operation 
Butter-up,” as it is sometimes 
called on Capitol Hill. When 
the President began his belated 
fight to save his program, he 
decided to couple an appeal to 
the voters with a carefully stag- 
ed campaign to woo the con- 
gressional Republicans. This 
campaign, carried out with the 
precise planning of a military 
maneuver, has been remarkably 
successful. 


Before “Operation Butter-up” 
began, the prevailing mood 
among Capitol Hill Republicans 
—and not only the conservatives 
—was one of frustration and 
disgruntlement. Oddly enough, 
the President’s great electoral 
victory contributed to this mood 
—it was an altogether too con- 
vincing demonstration that he 
did not need the Republican 
Party to win. Thus many Re- 
publicans had a gnawing feel- 
ing of being unwanted and un- 
loved. They felt cut off from 
the White House—as indeed 
they were. “That White House 
crowd,” so the mutterings went, 
were downright “contemptu- 
ous” of the Republicans in Con- 
gress. This feeling, very real 
and widespread, fed the first of 
the great revolts against the 
Eisenhower program, 


Now all is changed. Even 
the most obscure Republican 
congressmen have enjoyed the 
delicious pleasure of exchang- 
ing jokes and opinions with 
the President over bacon and 
eggs. A good many have receiv- 
ed notes from the President, 
suitable for framing, and even 
telephone calls to congratulate 
them for a vote or a speech,

This exercise in Presidential 
charm has been reflected in the 
recent marked stiffening of Re- 
publican support for tne Presi- 
dent on such issues as defense 
and foreign aid. But “Operation 
Butter-up” is only part of the 
story. Another part is the White 
House decision to go all out to 
attract the minority vote back 
to the Republican Party, mak- 
ing civil rights a key party is- 
suc, 


This operation has also been 
carefully planned, right down 
to the picture of the President 
with the friends of his colored 
valet. The intense White House 
pressure which resulted in a 
party-line House vote defeating 
the key-trial amendment was 
part of the operation. So was 
the Nixon-Knowland collabora- 
tion which assures the civil 
rights bill reaching the Senate 
floor. 

The Republican leaders, even 
the most conservative, are now 
jubilant at the prospect—one of 


them, at a private party cele- 


brating the House defeat of the 
jury trial amendment, called it 
“the most politically significant 
vote of the 85th Congress.” If 
the bill is defeated by a filibus- 
ter, they reason, the Democrats 
will be blamed, and if it passes 


the. Republicans will get th 
c-odit. 


; 


It has been obvious for years, 
of course, that the Republicans 
had an opportunity. to split the 
Democrats and attract minori- 
ty votes by making civil rights 
a key party issue. Until this 
year, they have held back for 
fear of breaking up the old cén- 
servative coalition. But this 
year it suddenly became obvi- 


ous that, with the country in a 
conservative mood and Dwight 
Eisenhower in the White House, 
the Republicans no _ longer 
needed the conservative Demo- 
crats to prevent “radical ex- 
periments.” As a result, to 
quote. the comment of one 
House Republican leader, “We 
Republicans have got smart at 
last.” 


The Republicans have also 
“got smart” in other ways, 
notably on farm legislation, in 
regard to which the big city 
Northern Democrats and the 
agrarian Southerners are also 
badly split. Altogether, rightly 
or wrongly, the Republicans 
suddenly feel a lot happier 
about the political prospects for 
1958, and this in turn explains 
in part why “Operation Butter- 
up” has been so successful. But 
the sudden turn for the better 
in the President’s position on 
party leadership and in the 
prospects for his program also 
suggests how great the power 
of the Presidency is when the 
President decides to exert it. 
At any rate, the President is 
clearly on top of the situation 
again, as he clearly was not 
only a few weeks ago.

MANILA (AP) — The Manila 
Times said editorially Sunday 
the Philippines should join in 
the Asia Development Plan pro- 
posed by Japanese Prime Min- 
ister Kishi but must protect it- 
self against economic domina- 
tion. 


The Philippines largest news- 
paper said: 

“We can’t afford to exclude 
ourselves from a plan which 
may become regional in scale 
once it is snapped up by most 
of the states of Southeast Asia. 
But neither can we join up if 
it means exposing ourselves... 
to economic domination at tke 
hands of the Japanese.” 


The Times said, “In general 
outlines, the development plan 
closely resembles the greater 
East Asia coprosperity sphere 
scheme of wartime memory, 
with this important exception; 
the old scheme was forced on 
conquered states while the new 
one is being peddled with the 
blessings of Washington.” 

The Times said Japan’s stra- 
tegic location and its highly in- 
dustrialized complex “can effec- 
tively serve as a_ protective 
shock absorber between East 
and West.. 

“Whether we like it or not, 
Japan is therefore in a better 
position to bargain with the 
West (and Soviet Russia if 
need be) than any other Asian 
state.” 
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
